Businessman, Consumer 
Baffled By New 


Tariff Order 


‘Consumer and businessman alike 
are still in the dark as.to .the new 
regulations which went into effect 
last week, as announced by the Dom- 
inion Government regarding the new 
tariff scale on all U.S.A. manufac- 
tured goods. The new austerity pro- 
gramme was announced last Monday 
evening by the Minister of Finance, 
Hon. Douglas Albbott in a radio ad- 
dress given Canada wide, The situa- 
tion has developed whereas Canada 
is running very low on American 
dollars and finds herself with an un- 
favorable balance of trade as far as 
the United’ States is concerned. Some 
products made‘in the US.A. have 
been temporarily banned and will be 
permitted to enter Canada later on a 
quota basis. Other products classi- 
fied as straight luxury. goods are 
banned until further notice. 

The largest item to come under the 
axe are motor cars and appliances. 
While dealers in Wainwright have 
not received official word from their 
manufacturers, it is probable that the 
lighter class cars such as Ford, 
Chevrolet, Dodge and Plymouth will 
be up in price between $150.00 and 
$200.00. The more expensive class of 
ears will be up in-price a very con- 
siderable margin, almost to the point 
where they will ‘be wanting for buy- 
ers.

have little to fear. Readers who are not in full accord with 
an editor’s point of view may have their say under an- 
other column éhtitled ‘‘Letters to the Editor.’’ This col- 
umh whieh.appears in all newspapers in a democratic 
country is for the readers benefit and one which the read- 
er may,vent his excess exhaust. We dare say that such 
is not to be found in Communistic Russia or any other 
country where freedom of the press is a lost meaning. As 
long as Cariada retains that freedom which has been so 


dearly bought, newspapers will play an important part» 


in forming public opinion. 
The above is the one true meaning of ‘‘Freedom of the

CANADA'S TENTH PROVINCE 


Canada is a very young.country and since 1905 has 
tbeen composed of nine provinces and a vast stretch to the 
north of us. During the past while negotiations have been 
taking place at Ottawa, between the Dominion and New- 
foundland which might lead to the formation of Canada’s 
tenth province. ' 

These negotiations did not receive the publicity they 
should have, for this recent bit of news is another mile- 
stone in the history of our lives. No doubt more will be 
said next spring when the people of Newfoundland hold 
their plebicite as to whether they will join Canada or 
continue on their own as in past. 

As far as representation is concerned in Ottawa, the 
members that Newfoundland will send to Canada’s house 
of representatives will not be large, probably no more 
than 10 or 12 members to represent the 300,000 odd pop- 
ulation which now resides on this coastal island. There 
must be advantages for both countries to make the con- 
sideration of such a feat possible. For Canada it would 
make for easier movement of trade, while for Newfound- 
land it would mean a little better financial position than 
which she how enjoys. . 

Canada has no doubt got an eye pointed to the finish- 
ing industries of that country. Lying off the grand banks 
of the eastern coast it has enjoyed fishing as one of its 
principle industries, at the expense of Canadian fisher- 
ies. Newfoundland has had difficulty during very recent 
years in keeping solvent as far as money matters go. 
During the depression of the ’30’s aid had to be solicited 
from Great Britain to make ends meet. A linking with 
Canada would no doubt go a long way to solve this. dif- 
ficulty that-has been experienced before. 

Great Britain would likely look upon such a move of 
union with favorable smiles. Having troubles of her own 
within her own small shores, she would no doubt be very 
willing to.see this former white elephant turned over to

The basic in- 
come tax is 9 shillings ($1.80) on 
every pound ($4.00) of income or 
wages, - 

A single person in Canada earning 
$1800 a year pays $175 a year in tax- 
es. With the same salary in the Unit- 
ed States one pays $220 and in Bri- 
tain $361. A married person with two 
children earning $3000 per year pays 
$86 tax in Canada, $133 in the United 
States and $442 in Britain.

ENGLAND FROM CANADA 
, An indication that Britain is rap- 
idly returning to normal peacetime 
interests is contained in a request 
from the Dudley Zoological Society 


‘ in Worcestershire, England, to the 


Department of Mines and Resources, 
Ottawa, for a shipment of wild ani- 
mals from Canada’s National Parks. 
The letter explains that with the end 
of the war the Society is anxious to 
re-stock the Dudley Zoo, with all 
speed and needs, among other spec- 
imens, three buffaloes, three beara, 
four beavers and four racoons, 

The buffalo are being taken from 
Elk Island National Park, Alberta, 
the bears and beaver from Jasper 
National Park, and the racoons are 
being captured in Georgian Bay Is- 
lands National Park, Ontario. 

Canada’s national parks are great 
reservoirs of wildlife, and donations 
to public zoos can be made without 
in any way diminishing the attraction 
which these wild animals afford to 
park visitors, To most people in Bn- 
gland all of these animals will be 
novel and interesting as they are not 
indigenous to.the Old Country, Elk 
Island National’ Park has more than 
1,000 head of buffalo—one of the 
finest herds on the North American 
continent. Jasper Park can spare a 
few bears and beavers without their 
absence being noticed. They ‘tre a 
common sight during the summer, 
even close to the park townsite, Ra- 
coons have become very plentiful in 
Georgian Bay Islands National Park 
since this area was set apart as a 
wildlife sanctuary,

HINTS UN 
BURNING COAL 

Unless you have a coal mine in the 
back yard, you probably don’t know 
just what grade of coal you’ll be burn 
ing this winter, You can expect suf- 
ficient coal, says ‘the Canadian In- 
stitute of Plumbing and Heating, but 
what kind will it be—hard anthracite 
coke, bituminous or a mixture? Hard 
working coal dealers, says the Insti- 
tute, will probably have. their hands 
full meeting demands without meet- 
ing requests for certain grades. 

The Institute has a few hints for 
firing with mixed fuels. First of all, 
a mixed delivery will probably be 
delivered to the bin in layers. If so, 
follow the hints below, If not, tem- 
per judgement to the proportions of 
the mixture, 

(1) Anthracite requires only a 
small amount for a small fire, more 
for a big fire, Shake once a. day, 
twice if fire is big. 

(2) With’ coke, keep the fire box 
full no mater whether you need a lot 
of heat or a little. Control’ heat with 
draughts, not with amount of fuel. 
Use poker more than shaker, 

(3) With soft or bituminous coal, 
remember that the clinkers it will 
form will lift out of the fire box 


rather than the ash pit, And don’t 
Shake at all.

Much has been written about keep- 
ing milk and cream cool to maintain 
quality, This is true for all seasons of 
the year but in extremely cold weath- 
er every precaution should be taken 
to prevent freezing’ of milk and 
cream, both on the farm and in trans 
porting to the dairy plant, Frozen 
milk or cream must first be thawed 
before being.sampled, graded and 
processed. This necessary thawing 
requires time and causes changes in 
flavour and consistency especially in 
cream, which will disqualify it‘ from 
the top grades. Frozen cream causes 
mealy butter which does not qualify 
for first’ grade, 


Red Cross Easing Food 
Shortages Overseas 


One half of th? $1,000,000 Canadian 
Red Cross food relief - shipment to 
Great Britain and Europe is expected 
to be on the high seas by mid-Novem- 
ber, H,. H, Bishop, chairman of: the 
national purchasing committee, told 
the Red Cross Central Council meet- 
ing here today, 

Delegates from every province are 
hearing highlights of Red Cross work 
this year at home and abtoad in semi- 
annual two-day session which closes 
tomorrow evening. Norman C. Urqu- 
hart, Toronto, is chairman. 

Representatives of the countries 
concerned have already  spcified 
what types of bulk food are most nec- 
essary, Mr, Bishop said, and purchas- 
es have been made accordingly for 
the shipment which is designed to 
ease the coming winter's food crisis 
overseas, 


More than $642 300 of the $1,200,- 
000 appropriated..fer. the Canadian 
United Allied Relief Fund in 1947 
was spent by September 30th and an 
additional $160,961 worth of goods 
was purchased from designated funds 
earmarked for specific _— coun- 
tries, 

Among reports of Red Cross ser- 
vices in Canada presented today was 
that of R. W. I. Urquhart, national 
chairman of First Aid, Swimming 
and Water Safety, 


One third more children, a total of 
16,595 across’ Canada, were taught 
water safety under Red Cross auspic- 
es.in the first nine months of this 
year than in the whole of 1946, Mr. 
Urquhart told the delegates, In all 
692 instructors held 1,365 classes. 
Over 1,120 new instructors were qual 
ified through the teaching program. 

New highway first aid posts are 
being established in Prince Edward 
Island, New Brunswick and Quebec 
as part of the expanding first, aid 
program. 

The chairman pointed out that Red 
Cross firs. aid work is directed par- 
ticularly to areas where no. other or- 
ganizations function, although it 
works on request with other nation- 
ally organized voluntary bodies, 

Growing demand for diversional 
therapy has increased the number of 
Red-Cross supervisors to 31 in the 
Arts and Crafts department, which 
this year took over the entire D.V.A 
recreational Arts and Crafts work 
fo veterans. Red Cross volunteers 
numbering 85 are assisting in 24 
DVA institutions,

With that sense of frustration 
that prevented the making, of. fav- 
orite desserts, icings and sauce, the 
first thought was that we would 
like to build a sugar candy mountain. 
Common sense over rode the idea and 
we realized that the splurge would 
consist of an occasional richer cake 
or dessert, 


All authorities on Nutrition have 
repeatedly made the statement that, 
prior to rationing, Canadians had 
been eating much more sugar than 
necessary.

DEPOSITS AT NEW HIGH 

Deposits of $1,783,000,000 again 
set an all-time high, showing an in- 
crease of $47,000,000 over the pre- 
vious year, and demonstrating the 
way in which Canadians are endeav- 
ouring to meet the danger of infla- 
tion, 

This statement of Canada’s senior 
financial institution reflects the gen- 
eral trend of business activity 
throughout the country. For example 
commercial loans increased by 390 
percent, denoting the nation’s ex- 
panding peacetime production. The 
financing of this expansion has been 
accompanied by a reduction of hold- 
ings of government and other public 
securities, which now stand at $957,- 
000,000. 

Heightened industrial activity 
brought about by the increasing pro- 
duction of peacetime goods found the 
bank participating te a much greater 
extent in commercial financing with 
holdings of industrial bonds and de- 
fbentures increased from $56,000,000 
in 1946. to $96,000,000 for the year 
ended October 81, 1947, 

Enlargement of the. bank’s facili- 


" tles through the construction of new 


branches and the renovation of pre- 
mises in various parts of Canada-is 
manifested in a substantial rise in 
the value of its premises which, at 
$13,000,000 has increased by nearly 
three million dollars. 

All of these factors add up to give 
the bank record-breaking resources 
of $1,898,000,000. This figure exceeds 
its obligations to the public by $81,- 
070,000. 

GRAPHIC EARNINGS 
STATEMENT 

Another innovation in the report is 
the earnings statement which gives 
in detail—down to the fraction of the 
cent—the distribution made of the 
year’s earnings ‘in relation to the 
shareholders’ invested dollar, 

After paying all oveyhead expenses 
including staff salaries, bonuses, and 
contributions to the pension fund, and 
after making provision for contin- 
gencies, and for depreciation of bank 
premises, furniture and equipment, 
the B of M reports earnings for the 
year amounting to $9,579,285. To pro- 
vide for Dominion and Provincial 
taxes, the bank set aside $4,156,000 
leaving net earnings of $5,423,285 
compared with $4,487,782 last year. 
Of this $3,600,000 was distributed to 
shareholders, with the balance of 
$1,823,285 transferred to the profit 
and loss account. 

On each dollar of the shareholders’ 
money invested in the Bank of Mon- 
treal, the bank earned 11,81 cents in

Mr. and Mrs Angus Fraser have 
left their farm home here to live in 
their town home. in Wainwright. 
What can anyone get'in a town home 
that cannot be obtained in a farm 
home in these days with modern con- 
venience, cars, telephones and radios? 
I always think a_ lonely, deserted 
farm home is a depressing sight, The 
place seems to be calling out for the 
warmth of life and activity which it 
knew before, and as I look at the 
old place I wonder if there is still any 
dog or cat hovering around the old 
home at milking time waiting for 
the milk that doesn't come any more 
or waiting at the door that used to 
open but never opens now, and no 
doubt wondering what has become of 
the folks; but I am confident that 
most people are kind and provide for 
their animal pets, 

. A year or two ago I was able to 
count eight vacant farm homes here 
within a radius of four miles, all 
good, habitable houses, some of which 
have been vacant for years, and while 
three of these houses have been mov- 
ed to town to be set up as residences 
there, the others are still vacant an‘ 
two or three more farm homes here 
have been vacated recently, 

Why cannot farm homes be built 
closer together so that people, cou)’ 
run in and visit their neighbors at 
any time as they do in towns? I 
these days of power farming there i; 
no need to have the farm home right 
in the centre of the farmer's land. 
One grandmother here with a good 
modern home, although’ she has two 
married sons with grandchildren, wh , 
also have modern homes, each about 
a mile from her and from one anothér 
tells me that she gets so lonely at 
times that she thinks she may have 
to move to town. If this family, com- 
posed of three family groups, had 
built their three homes a comfortable 
walking distance apart for toddlers 
and old folks in all weathers, instead 
of over a mile apart, grandma wou'd 
never need to complain of being lon- 
ely,

Co-ops are Obligated 
to Cash Trading . 


Co-operatives are under the compulsion to treat all members equal 
ly. This a co-op can not do When some members pay cash while others 
simply say charge it. 


Unlike profit business, a Co-op is sanupelied to use it’s members 
money in the very best way possible. When a person buys something _ 
from a private merchant the money he pays over the counter is gone 
from his control. He’ll never see any of it again. If the merchant ‘wants 
to lay in large stocks of buggy whips or old-fashioned bustles, or if he 
light cigars with all the $2.00 bills or wastes several thousand dollars 
each year by extending credit it’s his business and can do as he pleases. 


But a Co-op is different. When one of the patron owners buys mer 
chandise he has the right to expect that the establishment will use 
that money efficiently so that he’ll have a refund at the end of the year.

SELL FOR CASH. Unless we do sell for cash we are not a true Co-op, 
to be a Co-op we've got to treat all members equally and we have to use 
members thoney in the best possible way. Neither of these aims is com. 
patible with a credit business. 


Credit can very easily make enemies and it can be a fifth columnist . 
that will eat into your dividends.
